The  district  is  served  by  the  County  Council’s  aiite-natoJ.  clinics  at 
Worcester;  ICidderniinster;  Droitwich  and  Stourport  on  Severn;  and  by 
Infant  Vielfare  Clinics  at  Droitv/ich;  Cnbersley,  Worcester;  Stourport  on 
Severn;  Kartlebury;  Cutnall  Green  and  Crowlc,

The  district  is  served  by  general  hospitals  in  Worcester;  iiLdderr-iinster 
and  Bin:iinghaii, 

C.o.ses  of  Infectious  Disease  are  admitted  to  Nevrtown  Isolation  Kosx'sitoJ.;

Maternity  cases  coii  be  adnittod  to  the  Lucy  Baldwin  Hospital  at  Stourport 
on  Severn;  the  Mary  Stevens  Maternity  Hone  at  Stourbridge;  end  the  iJ-1 
Saints  Maternity  Hone  at  Brons grove. 


Treatncnt  for  cases  of  Tuberculosis  is  provided  in  sanatoria  at  Kniglitirick; 
Worcester  and  Malvern, 


It  became  necessaly  during  the  year  to  obtain  conpulsory  powers  under  the  a.bove 
act  to  remove  two  old  people  to  hospital.  These  wore  two  aged  persons  living- 
in  a.  cara.van  in  eutreinoly  insanitary  conditions.  Doth  v^ere  removed  to  a hospital 
for  chronic  sick  patients.  The  ord.er  obtained  wan  for  a period  of  three  ^/eeks 
but  the  old  people  improved  in  health  alter  axlmission  and  both  of  the’.i  remained 
in  the  hospital

oANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  THE  iJlEA. 


(a)  Piped  Supplies. 

So  far  as  water  supply  is  concerned  Droitwicli  ruroJL  district  is  divided 
approxina.tely  equally,  30,278  acres  of  the  51,453  acros  tailing  within  the 
limits  of  the  statutory  aroa  of  tho  East  Worcestershire  Waterworks  Company 
leaving  21,236  acres  to  be  served  by  the  Droitwich  Runal  District  Council, 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Company's  only  mains  in  tho  area  were  a trunk 
main  ffom  Bronsgrovo  to  Droitwich  adth  small  branches  to  serve  Upton  W.arren 
and  V/ychbold  and  a sma,ll  dicvmoter  madn  into  the  panish  of  Hadzor,  This  small 
diameter  main  gdves  some  trouble  since  the  a.vadlable  head  is  often  insufficient 
to  give  a sa.tisfactory  supply,  Duning  the  year  the  Company  undertook  on 
guaranteed  terms  offered  by  the  council  and  with  the  help  of  a substantial 
government  grant  a large  ructension  in  the  parish  of  Elnbridg'e  and  tliis  vrork 
was  V7ell  advanced  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Also,  \7ithin  the  Company's  statutory 
area  the  council  has  guaranteed  a scheme  for  a piped  supply  to  the  Stock  & 
Bradley  parish,  and  adthougii  the  pipes  had  been  delivered  by  the  end  of  the 
year,  work  of  la.ying  hoxi  not  cuctually  commenced.  In  the  aroa  where  the 
Droitwich  Rura,l  District  Council  is  responsible  for  wo.tor  supply,  the  parish 
of  North  Claines  and  parts  of  the  parishes  of  St,  Mantin  County,  Croi/le, 

Wanndon  and  Kindlip  are  supplied  by  water  purchased  by  tho  Council  in  bulk 
from  the  County  Borough  of  W'orcester  and  distributed  through  the  Council's 
own  mains,  Tliis  supply  has  to  be  boosted  in  order  to  serve  the  village  of 
Fornliill  Heath,  The  source  of  this  supply  is  the  Pd.ver  Sovorn,  and  it  proved 
sufficient  both  as  regards -quality  and  quantity  throughout  the  j^eax  with  the 
follovjing  rdsorvabions  : 


(a)  in  the  parish  of  North  Claines  the  demand  has  now  reached  the  mrocimuii  of 
tho  pumping  capacity 

(b)  the  head  available  in  the  mains  at  the  Ombersley  Road  bulk  supply  point 
yas  often  very  ppor  resulting  in  aui  imsatisfactory  supply  in  the  houses 
in  Ombersley  Roa.d  and  Crange  Avenue, 

We  were  informed  by  the  City  Council  tha.t  this  pressure  mentioned  in  (b)  above 
would  be  greatly  improved  v/hen  the  extensions  to  the  City  Water  VJorks  were 
complete . 


Tho  supply  has  been  extended  duning  the  year  to  supply  properties  in  the  parish 
of  Mo,rtin  Hussingtree  and  a second  extension  in  the  saue  pa,rish  has  been 
approved  by  the  Coimcil  and  the  Ministry,  and  it  is  proposed  to  ca.rry  out  this 
extension  by  direct  labour.  The  scheme  is  to  be  cao'ried  cut  during  uhe  next 
yoan. 

Tho  Council  has  a.  bulk  supply  agreement  v/ith  the  Borough  of  IBLdder  mins  tor  for 
the  SuTmerficld  area  of  the  pa.rish  of  Hantlcbury  and  41  properties  ha.vo  been 
connoctedi.  to  this  supply.  An  o:ctonsion  of  this  supply  is  proposed  to  cover 
tho  Torton  area,  of  the  parish  of  Hartlobury  and.  this  scheme  is  going  fom-zard 
a,nd  it  is  hoped  to  carry  it  out  dLuring  the  next  year. 

In  tho  pa,rish  of  Ombersley,  the  Council  has  a 'borehole  sunk  into  tho  keupor 
sanxlstone  vzhere  the  supply  is  good  both  from  the  point  of  view  of  quality 
and  quantity.  Following  a punping  tost,  the  results  vzero  so  satisfactory 
tha.t  tho  council  decided  to  e:ctend  this  supply  to  the  whole  of  tho  village.

(a)  to  the  north  of  the  Ombersley  cross  roadis 

(b)  to  the  south 

Scheme  (a.)  is  in  process  of  being  carried^  out  at  the  present  tine  and  it  is 
hopedv  to  carry  out  scheme  (b)  during  the  next  year.

all  of  which  have  been  devolopocl  for  housing  purposes. 


During  the  year  the  Council  received  the  llinis try's  capproval  of  a scheno  for 
developing  the  trial  borehole  put  dov.n  in  that  parish  to  forn  a piped  supply 
for  the  district.  This  involved  reainering  the  borehole  to  15"  diaiieter, 
erecting  a punphouse  with  puiips  and  autonatic  control  gcar^  the  la,ying  of  a 
rising  nain  sone  1,700  yards  long  and  rising  fron  approxinatoly  the  90  ft, 
to  the  30o  ft.  contour  the  erection  of  a overhead  reservoir  and  the  Inyiiig  of 
sone  5j0C0  yards  of  4"  dia^.ieter  delivery  nain.  This  supply  was  almost  conpletc 
by  the  close  of  the  year. 

Connections  to  the  nn.ins„ 

During  the  year,  32  properties  were  connected  to  the  nain  supply.  The  council 
revised  their  scale  of  changes  for  connections  to  bring  the  charges  up  to 
present  day  costs.

ipant  iron  the  panishes  nentioned  above,  the  renainder  of  the  Rural  District 
derives  its  water  fron  shallox^r  wells.  In  the  western  half  of  the  area,  these 
one  duginto  the  keuper  saaidstone  and  in  the  eastern  half  they  ane  dug  in  the 
narl  which  overlays  the  keuper  sandstone  in  inersasing  thicimess  in  an 
eanterljr  direction  fron  the  line  of  the  "Doverdalo  Fault",  In  nany  ca.ses  the 
supply  fron  these  wells  is  unsatisfactory  both  in  quality  and  quantity,  and  it 
is  important  that  the  Coimcil  continues  to  pursue  its  policy  of  extending  piped 
supplies  through  the  district,  Tliis  is  especially  so  in  the  area  of  Eanls 
Connon  where  during  the  month  of  Augnst,  it  \/as’  necessary  to'  cart  v/ater  to  the 
area  and  distribute  it  to  the  householders  at  charge  of- 2d.  per  gallon,

During  the  your  the  council  switched,  fron  contract  to  direct  labour  refuse 
collection,  Tl^^o  new  C,K,3,  Krorrier  7 c,y,  side  loading  nachines  were  purchased, 
and  these,  together  with  the  5 c.y,  Karrier  Bantaia,  forned  the  fleet  of  refuse 
collecting  vehicles.  The  service  covers  the  whole  area,  a weeldly  collection 
being  nade  in  the  village  areas,  and  approxinately  a three  v/eelcly  collection 
in  the  out  lying  areas.  Refuse  disposal  is  by  controlled  tipping  v/ith  screened 
clinker  acquired  fron  an  electricity  generating  station  lised  as  a cover  for 
the  one  central  tip, 

A nightsoil  collection  is  nn.de  in  the  parish  of  North  Claines  v/here  a sewerage 
schcne  had  been  laid  diown  prior  to  1944  o,s  a char;_,e  on  the  parish.

The  only  parish  v/hich  enjoys  a comprehensive  system  of  sev/era,pe  and  a modern 
sewage  disposal  v/orks  is  the  parish  of  North  Claines  and  this  v/as  extending 
during  the  year  to  cover  new  housing  development.  The  plant  a.t  Fernhill  Heath 
continues  to  give  a very  satisfactory  offlueiit,. 

The  projected  schemes  for  the  parish  of  Kartloi:uryp  Ombersley,  Grov/lc  and 
Dodderhill  i/ere  advanced  during  the  jGtxr,  and  work  was  actually  started  on  the 
portion  of  the  Hartlel^ury  scheme  approved  hw  the  Ministry,  Work  on  the 
preparation  of  this  sclieno  conmiencod  over  5^'  years  ago,  so  that  progress  cannot 
be  described  in  any  o.s  satisfo.ctor;^^,  but  nevertheless,  it  was  a ple0,sure  to 
see  one  of  the  schemes  started  o/b  long  last. 


Work  on  the  laying  of  sewers  and  the  erection  of  a puiop  house  was  proceeding  at 
the  end  of  the  year, 

CBSSrOuL  SIl-TYING  SERyiCS. 

During  the  year  the  council  purchased  a 75o  gallon  Kojrrier  Cesspool  emptying 
machine  fitted  x^ith  nightsoil  attaclmont  for  the  collection  of  nightsoil  from 
those  properties  in  the  po.risli  of  North  Claines  not  connected  to  the  sowers  and 
for  a cesspool  emptying  service  for  the  remainder  of  the  district.  In  this  way, 
the  old  and  objectionable  nightsoil  collection  vehicle  in  North  Claines  ^^fa.s 
dispensed  with,  and  ratepayers  were  able  to  coll  on  the  Council  to  empty  their 
cesspools  ok  a chongo  of  £1,  0,  0^  per  visit.  This  service  wo.s  being  expanded 
dx-ning  the  year  and  from  letters  received  from  ratepo.yors^  it  is  quite  obvious 
tha.t  the  service  is  very  much  approcioke.C.,

HOUSING. 


Durinr  tliG  jgox  2G  houses  wore  complotecl  by  the  council  and  5 under  licence^ 
hrinainrj  the  total  nunbor  of  new  hoases  erected  in  the  district  since  the  war 
to  236  vjith  479  built  by  other  caaencios.  The  total  nuaber  of  new  dwellings 
erected  in  the  district  since  the  war  to  the  end  of  Docenber  1951  wa.s  therefore 
715. 

During  the  year  the  Council  varied  tlie  type  of  accomodation  offered.  Up  to 
then  the  post  woo?  housing  programe  had  been  mainly  the  erection  of  three  and 
four  bodrooned  houses  but  during  the  37-oar  schemes  for  the  erection  of  flats 
v;ere  carried  out  in  the  perishes  of  Hartlobur37-  and  North  Clcoines  and  three 
store3r  dv/ellings  were  inspected  .and  put  into  a proposed  lo.yout  for  the  parish 
of  Doddorhill, 


As  regards  siteSj  progress  was  far  from  satisfactor^T-,  but  s 
of  acquisi’^ion  at  Stock  .and.
